Tho fire originated in 
tiie cloak room of tbe theater in some, 
at present, unexplained manner, and 
its spread was most rapid. 
Tho 


entrance and lobby of the theater are 
in the middle of a large block 
bounded by Washington street, Essex 
street, Hayward place and on tbe rear 
by the Earrison-avenue extension. On 
the side Of the Globe entrance at the 
Washington-street front on tbe north 
Is a large six-story building just com- 
pleted, but not at present occocled, 
while on tbe south, or Essex-street 
aide, are the large buildings occupied 
by Robert T. Almy it Co., clothing 
dealers, Bryant A Stratton'e Commer- 
cial college and various other tenants 
To tbe rear of these building, running 
bock to the Harrison-avenue extension, 
Is the theater proper. 


Before the third and fourth alarms 


were given the entice center of the 
theater seemed one mass of flames, 
while tbe great clouds of smoke and 
ohowers of sparks betoken the terrible 
force that was at work underneath, 
Soon after the 
fourth 
alarm XVOB 


sounded the flames bnrst throng]] the 
Washington-street front of the theater 
entrance and rapidly licked up the 
ornamental woodwork of which it was 
composed. 


Occasionally, an the fire 
ItL the in- 


terior came in contact with a calcium 
orgae tank, an explosion won id be 
heard that mode the huge crowd of 
onlookers involuntarily fall back, al- 
though the rones stretched by the po- 
lice bad kept them out of danger 
therefrom, Tho vast showers of cin- 
ders that continually ascended from 
the burning theater and fell thickly 
upon 
the 
surrounding 
buildings, 


threatening them also in a mostalavm- 
ing manner. 


Until 3:90 a. in. ,Hwiis feaicd that 


the firs would sweep across HnyTvard 
place, tha alight wind being in that 
direction. At that hour the outlook 
bad changed and it was thought the 
fire could be kept within the limits of 
thoblookinwhtch it originated. The 
theater ItteK is practically ruined and 
while the buildings that face Wash- 
ington street are uninjured on ihoir 
fronts, the roofs of aM of them have 
been practically burned.
